The purpose of this letter is to confirm the telephone conversation 
earlier this week with our Mr. Gordon Hutton, Vice President of 
Research and Development concerning a project of historical signifi¬ 
cance which we have been asked to work on. 

Recently we were approached by Parks Canada, a branch of the federal 
Department of the Environment having responsibility for the Fortress 
of Louisbourg in Nova Scotia. Their wish is to print an accurate 
reproduction of the 10 shilling New Hampshire Note issued in 1743; 
photocopies of this note are attached. 

Our reasons for approaching you are prompted by a need to exercise 
extraordinary care and integrity in this project so that all aspects 
of the program achieve the high standards set by Parks Canada for 
Louisbourg Reproductions. In this regard we have asked Parks Canada 
to write and generally acquaint you with their objectives. 

Our initial analysis involves extensive research on paper, printing 
methods and the creation of the basic components before any test 
printing can be done. These steps will include securing a good 
quality note of this era if such should be available or at least very 
high quality glossy prints of a note face and back from which we 
could begin art work and engraving for the preparation of new dies.

The project of reproducing a 1744(5) a New Hampshire bill 
of credit for Fort Louisbourg as stated in your January 17, 1980 is 
interesting. 

First, we wish to point out the date is not 1743. The 
Louisbourg connection is under the laws of February 16, 1744 which is 
actually 1745 under the modern year commencement practice and under the 
July 24, 1745 and October 5, 1745 laws. The Feb. 1744 redated plates are 
the only issue which was for attacking Louisbourg. There are eight 
denominations, any of which can be used. The 10 shilling you sent is 
torn vertically and has been poorly patched as you can notice a lack of 
register in TEN and other text. Perhaps it can be repaired, but I do 
not know the owner of the piece and wish you would advise me. It may 
be counterfeit. 

I have checked my records and the best piece of the issue for 
reproduction I believe may be a 1 shilling denomination #4225 in the 
collection of the Ford Museum at Greenfield Village, Michigan. My photo¬ 
graph of it is too poor, but a photocopy is enclosed. It has no backprint. 
You might contact them. 

Reproducing the item so well that it can be passed as genuine to 
the unwary must be prevented. Printing the fact that it is a reproduction 
on the back does not prevent display of the front as though the item was 
genuine. Please send us samples of what you may produce. 

I hope we have been helpful and you may call on us for further 
data if you wish.

Your interest in patriotic tokens seems to aim you toward research and I am sure 
you get great pleasure out of it It was curious that an old letter of mine to Steve 
Tannenbaum turned up. 

My patriotic Civil War tokens are entirely intact and I believe they have Hettrich 
Guttag numbers on their envelopes or on memos next to them Virtually all of my store 
cards were stolen in a burglary about 1960 except for my Missouri collection and a few 
others I have never recovered any stolen store cards 

My extensive correspondence with Melvin Fuld begins in 1952 and later with 
George Fuld I have no recollection whether they asked me to help them or not when 
they rewrote the listings Both George and I arc graduates of MIT and are still in touch 
The next time I go to the bank vault I will see if I can find a record of my patriotics 1 
believe I have not added to them in over 50 years 

My purchases of patriotics were usually 5 to 10 cents each if they were in nice 
condition They were fascinating but completeness was not my goal I have a Civil War 
advertisement in a magazine offering them for sale 1 did not consider rarity important 
because some off metal strikes and odd combinations were deliberately made for 
collectors by the die sinkers That was artificial rarity to me 

I remember Barnett whose large collection the Fulds bought. If you send me
